Prorrssorn Wensrrr's Execurion.—We
find the following despatch in the Baltimore
Sun, dated Boston, 30th August.

“ After the family of the Professor Webster
left him lust night, unconscious, it is said, of his
approaching fate, he was searched and placed
in & new cell, in order to prevent his atempting
to commit suicide.

“Dr. Putnam left him at 9 o’clock in the
evening. From that time until midnight he
was engaged in devotional exercises; after
which he fell into a gentle doze, but did not
sleep steadily, awaking at times to couverse
with those in theroom. He spoke of his im-
pending fate with fortitude and calmness, and
appeared perfectly resigned. He was pleased,
and felt grateful that the time of his execution
had been kept from the knowledge of his fami:

would soon regain his confidence.

« By the advice of physicians he breakfasted
on tea and coffee with bread, He made all
preparations to agcend the seaffold with firm-
ness, aud did so. '

“ About 300 persons were admitted within
the jail yard. The house-tops in the vicinitv
of the jail were crowded with persons, among

“ At nine o’clock, after performing religious
services in his cell, the prisoner was brought
out attended by his spiritual advisers, the sher-
iff, jailor, &c. He walked erect, and ascended
the scaffold with afirm step. Here he remain-
ed shaking hands and engaged at times in
meditation.

“ At twenty minutes before 10 o’clock the
cap was drawn over his face. He bade adieu
to the sheriff, jailor, and others; and soon after
the trap fell, lannehing his spirit into eternity.
He seemed to die with but few struggles. Af
ter death bis body was taken back to the cell,
aud there to remain until dark when it will be
tuken to his family in Cambridge, for intermeat
to-morrow. No accident, that I am aware of
happened during the terrible scene.”

ErecTro MAGRETISM As A MoTvie Powrr
—The importat question setlled.—Prof. Page,
in the lectures which he is now delivering he-
fore the Sinithsonian Institute, states that there
is no longer any doubt of the application ofthis
power as a substitute for steam. He exhibited
the moslL imposing experiments ever witnessed
in this branch of science. An immense bar of
iron, weighing one hundred and sixty pounds,
was made to spring up and down, dancing like
a leatherin the air, without any visible support.
The force operating upon this bar he stated to
average three hundred pounds through ten inch.
es of its motion. He said he could raise this
har one hundred feet as readily as though ten
inches, and he exgected no difficulty in doing
the same with a bar weighing one ton or a hun.
dred tons. He could muke a pile-driveror a
furge.bammer with great simplicity, and conld
make an engine - with a stroke of six, twelve,
twenty, thirty or any numbher of feet.

The most beautilnl experiment we ever wit-
nessed was the loud sound and brilliant Aash
from the galvanic spark, when produced near a
certain point in his great magnet, Each snap
was as Joud as a pistol, and when he produced
the same spark, at a little diastance from this
point, it made no noise at all. This recent
dircovery he stated to have a practical hearing
upon the construction of an electro mag.iatic
engine. 'Truly, a great power is here, and |
where is the limit to it 7

He then -exhibited his engine, of hetween
fonr and five horse power, operated by a hattery
conlained five horse power, operated by a bat.
tery contained withini a space of three cubic
fert. It lnoked very unlike a magnetic machine.
It was a reciprocating engine of two feet stroke,
and the whole, engine and battery, weighed
ghout one ton. When the power was thrown
on hy the motion of a lever, the engine started
off magnificently, making one hundred and fif-
teen strokes per minute ; though, when it drove
a circolar saw ten inches in diameter, sawing
up hoards an inch and a quarter thick into laths
the engine made but eighty strokes per minute.
There was a great anziety on the part of the
spectators to ohtain specimens ofthese laths, 1o
preserve as trophies of this great mechanical
triomph.

‘The force aparating upon his magnetic cyl-
inder throughnut the whole motion of two feet,
was stated to he 600 pounds when the engine
was moving very slowly ; but he had not been
able to ascertain what the force was when the
engine was running ata working speed, though
it was considerahly less. ‘The most important
and interesting point, however, is the expense
of the power. Professor Page stated that he
had reduced the cost so far, that it was less
than steam, under. s

With all the imperfections of the engine, the
consumption of three pounds of zinc per duy
would produce one horse power. The larger
his engines, (contrary to what has been known
hefore,) the greater the economy. Professor
Page was himselfsurprised at the resuit. There
were yet practical difficuliies to'be ovarco.ue;
the battery hud yet to be improved;and it re-
mained yel to try the experiment on a grander
scale, to mnake a power of 100 horse, or more
